Wave Of Attacks Seen

SAIGON (AP) 
— Enemy gun-

About 30 rounds of 102-pound 
Russian-made artillery shells 
slammed into the headquarters 
of the U.S. 3rd Marine Division 
at Dong Ha and a nearby South 
Vietnamese village just below 
the eastern flank of the demili- 
tarized zone. Three American 
Marines and three South Viet- 
namese civilians were killed.

Saigon W o n ’t Agree 
To Hanoi Talk Terms

PARIS (AP)— Informed diplo­ 
mats disclosed today South 
Vietnam’s main terms for tak­ 
ing part in a broadened Paris 
peace parley. They appear to 
clash with conditions publicly 
set by North Vietnam. 
The four chief Saigon require­ 
ments, as reported here, are 
featured by the willingness of 
President Nguyen Van Thleu’s 
regime to negotiate directly 
with the North Vietnamese in 
Paris. But they stipulate that 
the Communist-led National 
Liberation Front of South Viet­ 
nam must not be allowed inde­ 
pendent status at the peace­ 
making process as both Hanoi 
and the front demand. The front 


is the political arm of the Viet 
Cong. 
The role of the front at a 
broadened peace conference 
which would follow any Amer­ 
ican halt in bombing is be­ 
lieved to have been one of the 
principal subjects of discus­ 
sion between Ambassador Ells­ 
worth Bunker and Thieu In Sai­ 
gon. They have met five times 
since last week. It is generally 
believed Bunker has been seek­ 
ing to modify some aspects of 
Thieu’s policy. 
The informants said the Thieu 
government intends very short­ 
ly to announce its terms for a 
peace parley — underlining the 
expectation of the South Viet­ 
namese that a U. S. bomb-halt 
soon will be announced.

Zack Farmer, president of 
the Tehama County Board of 
Realtors, today voiced an urgent 
warning to all California vet­ 
erans who are presently entitl­ 
ed to a second home loan, or 
home improvement loan. 
According to information re­ 
ceived here, he said, recent 
legislation which will become 
effective Nov. 13, increasing 
maximum loan benefits to 
$20,000 on home purchases, 
will automatically term nate all 
second loan and property 
provemant loan benefits. No 
overlapping or retroactive loan 
increases will be permitted 
under the new regulations. 


According to present direc­ 
tives, a veteran may get another 
Cal-Vet farm or home loan 
by selling his present Cal-Vet 
financed property, paying off 
toe present loan and reinvest­ 
ing his net proceeds in the new 
property. However, if the origi­ 
nal loan was paid in full through 
regular monthly payments, the 
application for another loan can­ 
not be considered. Improvement 
loans for repairs and additions 
up to 90 per cent of the value 
of the property, not to exceed 
$15,000 for homes or £80 000 
for farms, may be obtained. 
Any applications for loans r» 
ceived prior to Nov. 13, which 


are now, or will be processing, 
will be honored for qualified 
veterans. If the property should 
fail to meet construction stand­ 
ards or veteran’s income re­ 
quirements are insufficient, 
substitute selections will be 
allowed after the November 
deadline, according to present 
information. 


A veteran must be a native 
Californian, or have been a 
resident at the time he entered 
wartime service, and have at 
90 days honorable service in 
World War n, the Korean War, 
or other service for which he 
received a campaign medal. 


Less time is required for World 
War I service , or if discharged 
because of a service-connected 
disability. He must show these 
facts in an application to the 
California Department of Vet­ 
erans Affairs, accompanied by 
dear photo-copies of all dis­ 
charges, notices of separation, 
or certificates of service. 
Loan terms are 23 years 
average, determined by age and 
income. The Department may 
advance up to 95 per cent of the 
appraised value of a property, 
not to exceed $15,000 for an 
existing home, or for construc­ 
tion of a home, if it is found 


to meet the veteran’s needs, 
meets property standards, and 
toe value of the house, not 
counting the land is $25,000 or 
less w ith interest at 3% per cent 
under present stipulatens. 
Veterans who served prior to, 
or In the Korean conflict, will 
have until Nov. 1970 to exercise 
their loan privilege, Farmer 
said.

WASHINGTON — It's not en- 


tirely nailed down, but U looks 
as if an agreement to release the 
82 crewmen of the USS Pueblo 
might be just around the corner. 
Negotiations have been prog- 
ressing by which North Korea 
would release the men in return 
for some kind of American apo- 
logy, and there has been a lot 
of diplomatic haggling over the 
wording of the apolog}. 


The United States has never 
admitted that the Pueblo was in 
North Korean waters, and at 
first was convinced that it was 
not. However, the commander 
of the vessel and members of 
the crew, having given public 
statements to the contrary, the 
Defense Department is willing 
concede that its original infor- 
mation could have been wrong. 
So a formula has been propos- 
ed whereby the United States 
states that IF the CSS Pueblo 
was in North Korean territorial 
waters, then in that case it 
apologizes. 


JACKIE'S 
MOTHER-IN-LAW WORRIES 
The more you look into the rec- 
ord of shipping magnate Aristo- 
tle Onassis, the better you can 
understand 
why the Kennedy 


family is privately upset. Mrs. 
Rose Kennedy, Jackie's moth- 
er-in-law, is the most upset, 
but none of the family is en- 
thusiastic. 


On Nov. 14, 1963, this column 
carried a news item regard- 
ing the ambition of Greek ship 
owner Aristotle Onassis "to be 
the brother-in-law of President 
Kennedy." 


Eight 
days later President 


Kennedy was dead, and now five 
years later Onassis has become 
the husband of President Kenn- 
edy's widow. 


Prior to this, during the fatal 


fall of 1903, Jacqueline Kennedy 
had gone to Greece for a cruise 
on the ornate Onassis yacht to 
dissuade her sister, Princess 
Lee Radziwill, from marrying 
Onassis. She had returned from 
Greece only a short time before 
the tragedy of Dallas. 


There were several reasons 


why President Kennedy was not 
enthusiastic about having his 
sister-in-law marry the bis, 
brusque shipowner, one of them 
being the fact that Onassis had 
been embroiled in a passionate 
love affair with Maria Callas, 
the Greek opera singer. When 
she was discovered on the On- 
assis yacht, Onassis had made 
the remark: "I'm a sailor, and 
a sailor has a girl in ever> 
port." 


The 
romance with Madame 


Callas had got nowhere, partU 
because her Italian husband had 
refused to give her a divorce. 
So Onassis turned his affections 
to Princess Radziwill. 


Lee Radziwill had been gn the 


Onassis yacht most of the sum- 
mer when Jackie joined her in 
the late summer of 1963 for a 
cruise through the Aegean. On 
the yacht at the time was Jon 
Agnelli, head of 
the 
Italian 


Fiat motor empire and Jackie's 
escort on previous Mediterran- 
ean cruises — a fact which had 
caused comment in the Euro- 
pean press and considerable 
eyebrow lifting among the jet 
set in Nice and Rome.

The 
two Greek shipowners 


and two former brothers-in- 
law are members of the inter- 
national jet set which com- 
mutes to and from New York, 
Athens, and Paris. Onassis has 
a 
home in Athens 
called 


"Mikrokavouri," which means 
"little crab," a yacht usually 
anchored in the Aegean off the 
Astir bathing beach, two ca- 
banas at Vouliagmeni —another 
bathing beach near Athens; and 
a private island off the west 
coast of Greece. 


TAX-FREE FLEET 


Onassis has operated one of 


the largest tanker fleets in the 
world through a Panamanian 
corporation, the Olympic Line. 
He also has a fleet of dry car- 
go vessels under the Panaman- 
ian flag, plus another fleet un- 
der the Honduran flag and one or 
two ships under the Norwegian 
flag. 
Onassis himself has long been 
an Argentine resident and as 
such escaped paying person- 
al taxes either in Greece or 
New York. F u r t h e r m o r e , 
dollars owed under the Pan- 
amanian flag are almost 100 
per cent tax free and can be 
sent anywhere in the allied 
world. 
In contrast, dollars 


earned by American flagships 
are subject to a 38 per cent 
corporation tax payable in the 
years earned. 


Of course Onassis is not alone 
in taking advantage of the Pan- 
amanian tax dodge . The worst 
offender in using foreign flag- 
ships is Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, a Rockefeller corpora- 
tion which operates approxima- 
tely 118 tankers under foreign 
flags. This is done through 17 
foreign 
subsidiaries 
wholly 


owned or controlled by Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey. 


But part of Onassis's shipping 


combine is Victory Carriers 
Inc., controlled by his two chil- 
dren and his first wife. The two 
children were born inNewYork 
and are American citizens and 
even though minors owned the 
Victory Carriers corporation. 
Their stock, however, has been 
controlled by the Grace Nation- 
al Bank as trustee. 


The corporation undertook to 


build four tankers to be added to 
the U. S. merchant fleet as part 
of the deal Onassis worked out 
with the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. The "U. S. government 
put up §28 million of mortgage 
money to help build two of the 
tankers, the S, S. Monticello 
Victory and the S. S. Mont- 
pelier Victory, both delivered 
to Onassis in the early 1960s. 
He had e,reat difficulty, how- 
ever, putting up the required 
working capital to operate the 
vessels and this has been un- 
der 
intermittent fire in the 


Maritime Commission.

SO THERE 
WAS A CONSPIRACY 


WASHINGTON — So there was 
a conspiracy, after all. At the 
time 01 the riots after the mur- 
der of Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark stout- 
ly denied it; and so, indeed, did 
everyone 
else. Spontaneous 


combustion was the virtuous 
thing to believe in, then. 


But the virtuous thing to be- 


lieve in now turns out, at least 
in part, to have been the wrong 
thing to believe, if one can cre- 
dit a remarkably well research- 
ed booU by Ben Gilbert and other 
members 
of the Washington 


Post staff. "Ten Blocks From 
the White House'1 is an almost 
minute-by -minute account of 
the riot in Washington; and if its 
evidence is correct, much of the 
arson that was such a feature 
of the riot here was conspira- 
torial in origin. 


The key chapter of the book 
contains a tape-recorded inter- 
view with three hooded, unnam- 
ed members of an organization 
of about 25 young men who had 
long been collecting dynamite 
and combustibles against such a 
day as came when Dr. King was 
killed. As Gilbert and his co- 
workers remark, the members 
of this organization did not 
claim to have started the riot. 
Their real claim was as follows; 


"A lot of areas we went into, 


man, there was nothing going on 
till we got there." 


They were, in short, prime ca- 
talysts after the riot started, 
as well as the leaders in the 
burning . They boasted to their 
interviewers, furthermore, that 
they 
had stolen much money 


during the riot, which they were 
using to strengthen their group 
and to lay in much larger sup- 
plies of weapons, inflammable 
materials and dynamite. And 
they also claimed links with 
comparable organizations 
in 


Philadelphia and other cities. 
Their story has already been 


published in The Post's Sun- 
day magazine, Potomac. Yet, 
if true, it has national meaning; 
and it deserves the kind of 
consideration that Sunday ma- 
gazines do not afford. 
Gilbert and his co-workers 
are convinced that the story 
told by their anonymous inter- 
viewees is very largely true. 
And they are certainly not hos - 
tile witnesses. Indeed, they talk 
about the anti-Semitism that is 
so common among black mili- 
tants almost in the manner of the 
old New York lady who said 
about the famous architect-lib- 
ertine> Stanford White; 


"People don't understand Mr. 


White at all. He just likes to 
educate young girls; that's all 
there is to it!" 
But that is by the way. This 
story has national meaning, if 
true, because it is so obvious- 
ly a sample of the kind of thing 
that is likely to obsess the 
country in the time that now 
seems to lie ahead. With Rich- 
ard Nixon in the White House, 
mainly 
threatened 
from the 


right by George Wallace, andi 
with Wallace having vast cong- 
ressional leverage — as he will 
— the kind of evidence pro- 
duced by Gilbert and his co- 
workers will get much atten- 
tion. It will be used, in fact, 
to persuade the country that it 
has long been in the grip of a 
vast and nationwide conspir- 
acy. 
The country will, of course, 
be just as wrong as the coun- 
try largely was in the dreadful 
years of the late Joe McCar- 
thy's great power on Capitol 
Hill. Yet the trouble is that 
there is all too much such evi- 
dence 
lying 
about here and 


there, quite largely because 
liberal permissiveness has so 
long been carried so ridicu- 
lously far. 
In New York, for instance, 
the schoolteachers are striking 
again because of conflict with 
the Ocean Hill - Brownsville 
Demonstration School District. 
But New York's other Demon- 
stration District centering a- 
round IS 201 has somewhat 
surprisingly 
made its peace 


with the union, although its lea- 
ders include far rnfcre militant 
blacks like Herman Ferguson, 
the Revolutionary Action Move- 
ment chieftain who was recently 
convicted of conspiring to mur- 
der Roy Wilklns and other Ne- 
gro moderates. 
Ferguson is appealing his con- 
viction; yet highlighting Fergu- 
son should be enough, in and of 
itself, to make a congressional 
investigator's holiday. There 
are rumors, furthermore, that 
peace was desired in this spe- 
cial school district because the 
schools are being used to re- 
cruit black guards — the young 
guerrillas 
advocated 
by the 


Revolutionary 
Actibn 
Move- 


ment. If that proves true, and 
gets spread upon the record, 
it will no doubt assist the cause 
of federal aid to education! 


At 
a 
guess, moreover, the 


black militants and the mem- 
bers of the New Left are in much 
the same situation. The over- 
whelming 
majority of 
both 


groups, in other words are hon- 
est hotheads or idealist-extre- 
mists or self-intoxicated fools, 
as the case may be. But it will 
be enough to tar the lot of them, 
as something much worse than 
the foregoing, if only one or two 
individuals turn out to have had 
the kind of foreign links that 
would cause maximum resent- 
ment. 
No one can exclude that, either. 
Indeed, anyone who lived and 
fought through the McCarthy 
time ought to have gooseflesh 
now.

WASHINGTON — It’s not en­ 
tirely nailed down, but it looks 
as if an agreement to release the 
82 crewmen of the USS Pueblo 
might be just around the corner. 
Negotiations have been prog­ 
ressing by which North Korea 
would release the men in return 
for some kind of American apo­ 
logy, and there has been a lot 
of diplomatic haggling over the 
wording of the apology. 
The United States has never 
admitted that the Pueblo was in 
North Korean waters, and at 
first was convinced that it was 
not. However, the commander 
of the vessel and members of 
the crew, having given public 
statements to the contrary, the 
Defense Department is willing 
concede that its original infor­ 
mation could have been wrong. 
So a formula has been propos­ 
ed whereby the United States 
states that IF the USS Pueblo 
was in North Korean territorial 
waters, then in that case it 
apologizes. 


JACKIE’S 
MOTHER-IN-LAW WORRIES 
The more you look into the rec­ 
ord of shipping magnate Aristo­ 
tle Onassis, the better you can 
understand why the Kennedy 
family is privately upset. Mrs. 
Rose Kennedy, Jackie’s moth­ 
er-in-law, is the most upset, 
but none of the family is en­ 
thusiastic. 
On Nov. 14, 1963, this column 
carried a news item regard­ 
ing the ambition of Greek ship 
owner Aristotle Onassis “to be 
the brother-in-law of President 
Kennedy.” 
Eight 
days 
later President 


Kennedy was dead, and now five 
years later Onassis has become 
the husband of President Kenn­ 
edy’s widow. 
Prior to this, during the fatal 
fall of 1963, Jacqueline Kennedy 
had gone to Greece for a cruise 
on the ornate Onassis yacht to 
dissuade her sister, Princess 
Lee Radziwill, from marrying 
Onassis. She had returned from 
Greece only a short time before 
the tragedy of Dallas. 
There were several reasons 
why President Kennedy was not 
enthusiastic about having his 
sister-in-law marry the big, 
brusque shipowner, one of them 
being the fact that Onassis had 
been embroiled In a passionate 
love affair with Maria Callas, 
the Greek opera singer. When 
she was discovered cm the On­ 
assis yacht, Onassis had made 
the remark; “ I'm a sailor, and 
a sailor has a girl in every 
port.” 
The 
romance with Madame 
Callas had got nowhere, partly 
because her Italian husband had 
refused to give her a divorce. 
So Onassis turned his affections 
to Princess Radziwill. 
Lee Radziwill had been yn the 
Onassis yacht most of the sum­ 
mer when Jackie joined her in 
the late summer of 1963 for a 
cruise through the Aegean. On 
the yacht at the time was Jon 
Agnelli, head of 
the 
Italian 
Fiat motor empire and Jackie’s 
escort on previous Mediterran­ 
ean cruises — a fact which had 
caused comment in the Euro­ 
pean press and considerable 
eyebrow lifting among the jet 
set in Nice and Rome.

Niarchos 
is 
the Greek who 
made 
headlines in the United 
States 
by marrying charlotte 
Ford, daughter of motor tycoon 
Henry Ford II. Niarchos was a 
fugitive from a $16,582,000 tax 
judgment by Uncle Sam but 
managed to get it settled for 
about 25 cents on the dollar in 
time to arrive in New York one 
day after a baby was born to 
his new wife. He had divorced 
his Greek wife to marry Char­ 
lotte, despite the big lift given 
him in the shipping world by 
his marriage into the Livanos 
shipping family. 
Charlotte Ford, close friend 
of Lynda Bird Johnson, had 
introduced Lynda Bird toGeor- 
ge Hamilton. 
Niarchos has now left Char­ 
lotte Ford — or she left him — 
to return to his Greek wife. 
The 
two Greek shipowners 
and two former brothers-in- 
law are members of the inter­ 
national jet set which com­ 
mutes to and from New York, 
Athens, and Paris. Onassis has 
a 
home in Athens 
called 
“ Mlkrokavouri,” which means 
“ little crab,” a yacht usually 
anchored in the Aegean off the 
Astir bathing beach, two ca­ 
banas at Vouliagmeni — another 
bathing beach near Athens; and 
a private island off the west 
coast of Greece. 


TAX-FREE FLEET 
Onassis has operated one of 
the largest tanker fleets in the 
world through a Panamanian 
corporation, the Olympic Line.

In 
contrast, 
dollars

are subject to a 38 per cent 
corporation tax payable in the 
years earned. 
Of course Onassis Is not alone 
in taking advantage of the Pan­ 
amanian tax dodge . The worst 
offender in using foreign flag­ 
ships is Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, a Rockefeller corpora­ 
tion which operates approxima­ 
tely 118 tankers under foreign 
flags. This is done through 17 
foreign 
subsidiaries 
wholly 
owned or controlled by Stand­ 
ard Oil of New Jersey. 
But part of Onassis’s shipping 
combine is Victory Carriers 
Inc., controlled by his two chil­ 
dren and his first wife. The two 
children were born in New York 
and are American citizens and 
even though minors owned the 
Victory Carriers corporation. 
Their stock, however, has been 
controlled by the Grace Nation­ 
al Bank as trustee. 
The corporation undertook to 
build four tankers tobe added to 
the U. S. merchant fleet as part 
of the deal Onassis worked out 
with the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. The U. S. government 
put up $28 million of mortgage 
money to help build two of the 
tankers, the S. S. Monticello 
Victory and the S. S. Mont­ 
pelier Victory, both delivered 
to Onassis in the early 1960s. 
He had great difficulty, how­ 
ever, putting up the required 
working capital to operate the 
vessels and this has been un­ 
der intermittent fire in the 
Maritime Commission.

SO THERE 
WAS A CONSPIRACY 
WASHINGTON — So there was 
a conspiracy, after all. At the 
time of the riots after the mur­ 
der of Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark stout­ 
ly denied it; and so, indeed, did 
everyone 
else. 
Spontaneous 
combustion was the virtuous 
thing to believe in, then. 
But the virtuous thing to be­ 
lieve in now turns out, at least 
in part, to have been the wrong 
thing to believe, If one can cre­ 
dit a remarkably well research­ 
ed book by Ben Gilbert and other 
members 
of the Washington 
Post staff. “ Ten Blocks From 
the White House” is an almost 
minute-by -minute account of 
the riot in Washington; and if its 
evidence is correct, much of the 
arson that was such a feature 
of the riot here was conspira­ 
torial in origin. 
The key chapter of the book 
contains a tape-recorded inter­ 
view with three hooded,unnam­ 
ed members of an organization 
of about 25 young men who had 
long been collecting dynamite 
and combustibles against sucha 
day as came when Dr. King was 
killed. As Gilbert and his co­ 
workers remark, the members 
of this organization did not 
claim to have started the riot. 
Their real claim was as follows; 
“ A lot of areas we went into, 
man, there was nothing going on 
till we got there.” 


They were, in short, prime ca­ 
talysts after the riot started, 
as well as the leaders in the 
burning . They boasted to their 
interviewers, furthermore, that 
they 
had 
stolen much money 
during the riot, which they were 
using to strengthen their group 
and to lay in much larger sup­ 
plies of weapons, inflammable 
materials and dynamite. And 
they also claimed links with 
comparable 
organ izations 
in 
Philadelphia and other cities. 
Their story has already been 
published in The Post’s Sun­ 
day magazine, Potomac. Yet, 
if true, it has national meaning; 
and it deserves the kind of 
consideration that Sunday ma­ 
gazines do not afford. 
Gilbert and his co-workers 
are convinced 
that the story 
told by their anonymous inter­ 
viewees is very largely true. 
And they are certainly not hos­ 
tile witnesses. Indeed, they talk 
about the anti-Semitism that is 
so common among black m ili­ 
tants almost in the manner of the 
old New York 
lady who said 
about the famous architect-lib­ 
ertine, Stanford White; 


“ People don’t understand Mr. 
White at all. He just likes to 
educate young girls; that’s all 
there Is to it!” 
But that Is by the way. This 
story has national meaning, if 
true, because it is so obvious­ 
ly a sample of the kind of thing 
that is likely to obsess the 
country in the time that now 
seems to lie ahead. With Rich­ 
ard Nixon in the White House, 
mainly 
threatened 
from the 
right by George Wallace, and 
with Wallace having vast cong­ 
ressional leverage — as he will 
— the kind of evidence pro­ 
duced by Gilbert and his co­ 
workers will get much atten­ 
tion. It will be used, in fact, 
to persuade the country that It 
has long been in the grip of a 
vast and nationwide conspir­ 
acy. 
The country will, of course, 
be just as wrong as the coun­ 
try largely was in the dreadful 
years of the late Joe McCar­ 
thy’s great power on Capitol 
Hill. Yet the trouble is that 
there is all too much such evi­ 
dence 
lying 
about here and 
there, quite largely because 
liberal permissiveness has so 
long been carried so ridicu­ 
lously far. 
In New York, for Instance, 
the schoolteachers are striking 
again because of conflict with 
the Ocean Hill - Brownsville 
Demonstration School District. 
But New York’s other Demon­ 
stration District centering a- 
round IS 201 has somewhat 
surprisingly made its peace 


with the union, although its lea­ 
ders include far more militant 
blacks like Herman Ferguson, 
the Revolutionary Action Move­ 
ment chieftain who was recently 
convicted of conspiring to mur­ 
der Roy Wilkins and other Ne­ 
gro moderates. 
Ferguson is appealing his con­ 
viction; yet highlighting Fergu­ 
son should be enough, in and of 
itself, to make a congressional 
investigator’s holiday. There 
are rumors, furthermore, that 
peace was desired In this spe­ 
cial school district because the 
schools are being used to re­ 
cruit black guards — the young 
guerrillas 
advocated 
by the 
Revolutionary 
Actlbn 
Move­ 
ment. If that proves true, and 
gets spread upon the record, 
it will no doubt assist the cause 
of federal aid to education! 
At 
a 
guess, moreover, the 
black militants and the mem­ 
bers of the New Left are in much 
the same situation. The over­ 
whelming 
majority of 
both 
groups, in other words are hon­ 
est hotheads or idealist-extre­ 
mists or self-intoxicated fools, 
as the case may be. But it will 
be enough to tar the lot of them, 
as something much worse than 
the foregoing, if only one or two 
individuals turn out to have had 
the kind of foreign links that 
would cause maximum resent­ 
ment. 
No one can exclude that, either. 
Indeed, anyone who lived and 
fought through the McCarthy 
time ought to have gooseflesh 
now.

There is no basic rule that 
says that only cancer, leu­ 
kemia. tuberculosis or a frac­ 
tured leg must be given in­ 


tensive consideration. 
Minor 
complaints need and deserve 
just 
as 
much 
consideration 
and perhaps more when they 
occur in the middle of the 
night when one is alone, fear­ 
ful and does not want to dis­ 
turb one’s doctor for his re­ 
assurance. 
Flashes of light that occur 
momentarily' before going to 
bed may well be an after im ­ 
age due to staring at the light 
before turning it off. Dr. W al­ 
ter S. Schachat. an eye spe­ 
cialist in New' York City, gave 
me detailed information about 
the importance, or rather un­ 
importance. of the occasional 
flashes you describe. The high­ 
ly 
technical 
reasons 
would 
serve rather to confuse than 
to clarify. He said there is no 
doubt that there are impoi • 
tant medical reasons for long­ 
standing flashes of light due 
to changes within the eye ball 
and in the retina. 
When a sudden flash, a film 
or wandering spots are seen 
regularly 
and 
disturbingly, 
there is only one mature thing 
to do. That is. to bring this 
complaint to the attention ot 
the doctor and the eye spe­ 
cialist who can. with the bril­ 
liant instium ents now avail­ 
able. rule out the possibility of 
any impoi tant underlying eye 
disorder. Your friends deserve 
to be given the assurance that 
the occasional flashes of light 
they see do not mean that 
then* eyesight is threatened or 
that there is any significant 
progressive disease that will 
affect their destiny.

TAX-FREE FLEET 
Onassis has operated one of 
the largest tanker fleets in the 
world through a Panamanian 
corporation, the Olympic Line. 
He also has a fleet of dry car­ 
go vessels under the Panaman­ 
ian flag, plus another fleet un­ 
der the Honduran flag and one or 
two ships under the Norwegian 
flag. 
Onassis himself has long been 
an Argentine resident and as 
such escaped paying person­ 
al taxes either in Greece or 
New York. F u r t h e r m o r e , 
dollars owed under the Pan­ 
amanian flag are almost 100 
per cent tax free and can be 
sent anywhere in the allied 
world. 
In contrast, dollars 
earned by American flagships 
are subject to a 38 per cent 
corporation tax payable in the 
years earned. 
Of course Onassis is not alone 
in taking advantage of the Pan­ 
amanian tax dodge . The worst 
offender In using foreign flag­ 
ships is Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, a Rockefeller corpora­ 
tion which operates approxima­ 
tely 118 tankers under foreign 
flags. This Is done through 17 
foreign 
subsidiaries 
wholly 
owned or controlled by Stand­ 
ard Oil of New Jersey. 
But part of Onassls’s shipping 
combine is Victory Carriers 
Inc., controlled by his two chil­ 
dren and his first wife. The two 
children were born in New York 
and are American citizens and 
even though minors owned the 
Victory Carriers corporation. 
Their stock, however, has been 
controlled by the Grace Nation­ 
al Bank as trustee. 
The corporation undertook to 
build four tankers tobe added to 
the U. S. merchant fleet as part 
of the deal Onassis worked out 
with the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. The V. S. government 
put up $28 million of mortgage 
money to help build two of the 
tankers, the S, S. Monticello 
Victory and the S. S. Mont­ 
pelier Victory, both delivered 
to Onassis in the early 1960s. 
He had great difficulty, how­ 
ever, putting up the required 
working capital to operate the 
vessels and this has been un­ 
der intermittent fire in the 
Maritime Commission.

And 
they also claimed links with 
comparable organizations in 
Philadelphia and other cities. 
Their story has already been 
published in The Post’s Sun­ 
day magazine, Potomac. Yet, 
if true, it has national meaning; 
and It deserves the kind of 
consideration that Sunday ma­ 
gazines do not afford. 
Gilbert and his co-workers 
are convinced that the story 
told by their anonymous inter­ 
viewees is very largely true.
